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Presidents'  Letters 


e  have  concluded  another  academ- 
ic year,  the  College's  104th.  On  June  6th  the 
College  conferred  the  Doctor  of  Optometry  degree 
upon  106  graduates.  While  many  similarities  are 
evident  when  comparing  these  graduation  exercises  to  those  of 
the  past,  notable  differences  exist  as  well.  The  class  of  1998 
becomes  the  first  to  step  into  a  practice  environment  in  which 
all  licensing  jurisdictions  in  the  country  grant  optometrists 
therapeutic  prescription  privileges.  Today's  graduates  enter 
practice  at  a  time  when  most  patients  present  some  form  of 
third-party  payment,  but  enter  an  environment  in  which  man- 
aged care  threatens  as  much  as  encourages  the  private  practice 
of  optometry.  The  characteristics  and  backgrounds  of  our  grad- 
uates are  more  diverse  today  than  previously.  Sixty  percent  of 
this  year's  graduates  were  women,  the  highest  percentage  in  the 
history  of  the  College.  Twenty  four  states  and  five  countries 
were  represented;  almost  twenty  percent  of  all  graduates  held 
citizenship  outside  the  U.S.  and  many  held  prior  graduate  or 
professional  degrees  before  they  matriculated  at  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry. 

Commencement  is  a  well  seasoned  ritual  of  the  academy  in 
which  we  celebrate  the  achievements  of  students  and  scholars, 
and  at  institutions  such  as  ours,  the  generation  of  new  profes- 
sionals critical  ro  the  continuation  and  growth  of  the  profession. 
It  is  as  important  today  as  it  was  yesterday  for  us  to  bring  for- 
ward a  new  generation  of  optometrists.  A  few  graduates  will 
enter  research  or  teaching,  but  most  will  become  clinical  practi- 
tioners. And  we  as  a  College  have  prepared  them  well  for  this 
role.  Indeed,  it  represents  our  core  mission  and  we  must  be  ever 
mindful  of  this  single  purpose. 

Commencement  represents  the  single  moment  of  transi- 
tion between  student  and  professional.  It  does  not  represent  an 
end  to  learning,  but  rather  the  beginning  of  continued  learning 
that  must  be  self  directed.  Today's  skills  and  knowledge  will 
become  quickly  outdated.  And  although  the  graduate's  techni- 
cal knowledge  and  clinical  competence  are  remarkable,  the 
skills  for  successful  practice  must  be  honed  through  practical 
experience  and  renewed  over  time.  I  am  confident  that  they 
have  the  capacity  and  discipline  to  meet  this  continuing  chal- 
lenge. 

We  have  welcomed  an  excellent  class  into  our  alumni 
body,  and  I  invite  you  to  extend  a  welcome  as  well.  After  all,  it 
is  the  encouragement  and  support  of  fellow  alumni  that  will 
enable  the  class  of  1998  to  successfully  address  the  challenges  of

care!  The  scope  of  oprometry  continues  to 
expand.  Opportunities  are  broader  than  ever,  but 
there  are  dangers  as  well.  The  number  of  traditional  providers 
needed  may  shrink  as  we  modify  our  practices  to  perform  more 
exams  in  less  time.  More  optimistically,  as  we  expand  our  role 
in  the  healthcare  system,  the  number  of  patients  to  whom  our 
skills  are  of  value  will  grow  geometrically.

Oprometry  is  a  relatively  small  profession  rhat  has  worked 
successfully  to  carve  out  a  strong  position  in  the  medical  land- 
scape. You,  the  new  graduates  are  brimming  with  new  energy 
and  ideas  to  catapult  our  profession  and  the  care  we  provide 
into  ever  improving  spheres  (pun  intended).  You  bring  your 
excellent  education  and  freshness  ro  the  mix. 

The  use  of  ancillary  personnel  continues  to  grow,  with 
paraoptometrics  performing  components  of  the  exam  that  were 
once  considered  sacred  to  the  optometrist.  New  ways  of  practic- 
ing, with  optometrists  overseeing  a  bevy  of  technicians,  has  the 
potential  to  make  for  a  more  satisfying  profession. 

When  my  class  graduated,  the  pursuit  of  diagnostic  and 
therapeutic  drug  use  in  a  proudly  drugless  profession  was  very 
controversial.  This  addition  to  our  armamentarium  allowed  us 
to  provide  better  care,  participate  in  insurance  plans,  and  make 
our  practices  more  stimulating.  You  have  been  equipped  with 
a  quality  education  that  will  allow  you  to  embrace  change. 
Compounded  with  what  has  gone  before  you,  your  addition  to 
our  ranks  will  allow  the  profession  to  continue  to  grow  and 
prosper. 

The  College  is  flourishing  and  improving  at  every  rurn  — 
alumni  have  an  opportunity  and  responsibility  to  be  part  of  the 
future.  Our  new  Internet  accessible  library  will  be  up  and  run- 
ning in  time  for  Alumni  Weekend,  October  24th.  I  look  for- 
ward to  seeing  many  of  you  that  weekend.  Spectacular  CE  is 
planned  (see  schedule),  and  a  gala  affair  to  honor  Hy  Kamens 
as  he  retires.  You  will  have  an  opportunity  to  see  all  the  won- 
derful renovations  at  Beacon  Street  and  the  New  England  Eye 
Institute.   Come  and  reacquaint  yourself  with  your  alma  mater.

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The  College's  New  Library  Building 
Takes  Shape 

The  last  of  the  concrete  slab  that  will  fotm  the  floot  of  the 
newly  restoted  Library  was  poured  May  13.  Grooves  are  in 
place  which  will  support  the  tracks  of  the  new  compact 
shelves  which  are  to  house  the  majority  of  the  Libtary's  col- 
lections, notable  as  the  only  optometric  collection  in  New 
England.  A  September  opening  date  seems  a  more  tangible 
goal  every  day. 

The  newly  restored  Library  is  the  tesult  of  much  careful 
planning  by  faculty  and  administration.  It  will  represent  the 
realization  of  a  dream:  a  marriage  of  tradition  and  innova- 
tion. The  Library  will  be  housed  in  the  restored  Sears  resi- 
dence at  420  Beacon  Street,  providing  a  facility  that  is  dis- 
tinctive, dignified,  and  elegant  yet  modern  in  its  electronic 
capabilities,  representing  the  heart  of  the  College's  effort  to 
bring  knowledge  and  information  to  students  and  faculty. 

More  than  simply  a  service,  the 
new  Library  with  its  dignified 
charm  will  offer  an  oasis  for 
quiet  study,  small  rooms  for 
group  study,  the  state-of-the- 
art  Marco  Instructional 
Technology  Center  for 
teaching  and  learning,  and  a 
proper  place  where  histori- 
cally important  wotks  can 
be  preserved  for  posterity. 
The  new  Library  will  be  a 
place  to  exchange  ideas, 
seek  information,  and  to 
think. 

An  historically  signifi- 
cant building  in  its  own  right, 
the  Sears  residence,  completed 
in  1894,  was  the  home  of  Miss  Sears  and  her  two  unmarried 
brothers.  One  of  the  brothers,  Dr.  Henry  Sears,  married  late 
in  life  and  continued  to  live  at  the  residence  until  after  the 
birth  of  his  first  child,  Emily,  who  later  became  the  bride  of 
Henry  Cabot  Lodge.  Coincidentally,  in  1894  the  Klein 
School  of  Optics  was  founded  as  the  nations  firsr  college  of

optometry,  and  the  first  to  use  the  word  optometry  in  its 
name  a  few  years  later.  The  Klein  School,  known  as  the 
Massachusetts  College  of  Optometry  for  many  years  before 
adopting  the  more  universal  name  of  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry.  The  building  itself  is  designed  in  the 
Italian  Renaissance  style  by  Boston  architects  Peabody  and 
Stearns,  and  reflects  the  opulence  of  the  Age  of  the  Boston 
Brahmin  with  its  graceful  rotunda,  majestic  dome,  gracious 
appointments  and  glorious  carved  detail. 

Emily  Sears  was  not  the  only  famous  resident  of  420 
Beacon  Street.  In  1925,  the  building  became  the  property  of 
Mrs.  Burt  Wolbach,  thus  becoming  the  childhood  home  of 
her  famous  sons  William  Wellington  Wolbach,  a  prominent 
Boston  financier,  and  John  G.  Wolbach,  an  astronomer  for 
whom  the  Wolbach  Library  at  the  Harvard  Smithsonian 
Center  for  Astrophysics  is  named. 

But  the  Library  is  more  than  the  sum  of  its  parts.  Its 
historic  dignity  and  elegance,  its  collections,  its  technologi- 
cal capabilities,  its  service  oriented  staff,  and  its  comfortable 
furnishings  merely  serve  to  complement  the  true  importance 
of  the  building. 

The  restored  and  renovated  Library  truly  represents  the 
commitment  which  the  College  has  made  to  its  students, 
alumni  and  its  academic  community.  The  Library  symbolizes 
the  emerging  philosophy  of  the  College,  which' values,  nur- 
tures, and  celebrates  lifelong  learning. 
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People  to  People  Delegation  Visits 
People's  Republic  of  China 

On  March  20th  a  delegation  of  alumni  and  trustees  departed 
for  a  fifteen  day  visit  to  China.  The  delegation,  under  the 
aegis  of  the  Citizen  Ambassador  Program  of  People  to 
People  International,  visited  optometric  and  ophthalmologi- 
cal  centers,  eye  hospitals,  and  medical  schools  in  five  cities. 
The  international  visitors  were  officially  welcomed  by  Dr. 
Xu  Guihua,  Deputy  Director  General,  Ministry  of  Health, 
at  the  opening  session  in  Beijing.  The  delegation  was  led  by 
Dr.  Earle  Hunter  and  President  Clausen. 

The  purpose  of  this  trip  was  to  gain  familiarity  with 
status  of  optometric  research  and  education  in  the  Peoples 
Republic  of  China,  to  exchange  knowledge  and  experience 
with  Chinese  colleagues,  and  in  general  to  promote  the 
development  of  optometry. 

Among  the  highlights  of. the  trip  was  a  visit  to  the 
Wenzhou  Medical  College  which  is  the  acclaimed  leader  in 
the  promotion  of  optometry  in  China.  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry  entered  into  a  twin  college  agreement 
with  this  institution  in  1992  to  assist  in  the  formal  develop- 
ment of  optometry  as  a  recognized  discipline  in  China.  The 


delegation  toured  the  new  optometry  hospital  building 
(under  construction),  refractive  surgical  center,  and  depart- 
mental offices  and  teaching  spaces.  The  opening  conference 
in  Wenzhou  was  attended  by  the  mayor  of  the  city,'  the  pres- 
ident and  other  senior  administrators  of  the  medical  college, 
and  Dr.  Li  Riqian,  Director  of  the  National  Optometry 
Research  Center,  who  had  received  an  honorary  degree  from 
our  College  in  1994. 

In  addition  to  the  opportunities  of  professional  meet- 
ings, the  group  visited  a  number  of  China's  cultural  and  his- 
torical points  of  interest,  including  the  Great  Wall,  Beijing's 
Tiananmen  Square  and  Forbidden  City,  Xian's  terra  cotta 
warriors,  and  the  Yang  Dang  Mountains  in  Zhejiang 
Province.  The  itinerary  included  stops  in  major  cities  in 
China  as  well  as  some  less  traveled  roads.  Departure  was 
from  Hong  Kong. 

Although  future  travel  programs  for  alumni  have  not 
been  announced  at  this  time,  Dr.  Clausen  believes  that  simi- 
lar programs  to  other  locations  are  likely.  If  you  would  like 
to  partic  ipate  in  such  a  program,  please  contact  the  College's 
alumni  office.

China  Optometry  Resource 
Development  Project  (CORD) 

The  long  standing  involvement  of  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry's  Center  for  the  International 
Advancement  of  Optometry  in  the  development  of  optome- 
try in  the  People's  Republic  of  China  took  a  major  step  for- 
ward this  April.  Twenty-five  representatives  of  five  Chinese 
medical  universities,  three  American  colleges  of  optometry 
and  three  corporate  supporters  met  in  Wenzhou,  PRC,  to 
launch  the  China  Optometry  Resource  Development 
(CORD)  project.  Dr.  David  Heath  '83,  Dean  for  Academic 
Affairs,  co-chaired  the  meeting  with  Dr.  Qu  Jia  of  the 
National  Optometry  Research  Center.  Dr.  Rodney  Hinkle, 
Assistant  Dean  for  International  Programs,  and  Dr. 
Guang-Ji  Wang  '92,  were  also  in  attendance. 

The  CORD  project  will  facilitate  the  establishment  of 
five  to  six  fully  developed  Departments  of  Optometry  within 
the  leading  medical  universities  of  The  People's  Republic  of 
China  by  the  year  2003.  Central  to  the  program  is  the  use  of 
educational  consortia  in  the  United  States  and  China.  The 
New  England  College  of  Optometry,  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley  School  of  Optometry,  and  the 


University  of  Houston  College  of  Optometry  are  the  mem- 
ber institutions  of  the  consortium  in  the  United  States.  In 
the  People's  Republic  of  China,  Shanghai  Medical 
University,  Sun  Yat-sen  University,  Tianjin  University  of 
Medical  Sciences,  Wenzhou  Medical  College,  and  West 
China  University  of  Medical  Sciences  have  formed  a  corre- 
sponding alliance.  The  total  cost  for  the  implementation  of 
the  plan  is  projected  at  $2.4  million. 

In  the  summer  of  1998,  a  leadership  training  session 
will  be  held  in  Shanghai  for  16  faculty  from  the  Chinese 
medical  universities  who  will  subsequently  spend  two  three 
month  periods  at  partner  American  colleges  of  optometry 
beginning  in  September  1998.  These  promising  scholars 
will  develop  new  optometric  courses  to  introduce  in  China 
and  will  facilitate  the  development  of  optometry  programs 
in  their  home  institutions.  In  1999,  teams  of  American 
optometric  professors  will  travel  to  the  five  partner  Chinese 
universities  to  teach  and  advise  on  curricular  development. 
Also  in  1999,  several  clinical  faculty  from  each  of  the  partner 
China  institutions  will  travel  to  The  New  England  College 
of  Optometry  for  intensive  training  in  refraction  and  contact 
lens.  In  addition  to  an  ongoing  exchange  of  faculty  and

curriculum  development,  future  years  will  include  grants  for 
equipment  and  textbook  translation. 

The  National  Optometry  Research  Center  of  the 
Ministry  of  Public  Health,  PRC,  and  The  College's  Center 
for  the  International  Advancement  of  Optometry  will  pro- 
vide the  administrative  coordination  for  the  implementation 
of  the  program.  This  project  is  being  supported  through  the 
generosity  of  Bausch  &  Lomb,  Johnson  &  Johnson,  and 
Vistakon,  who  are  serving  as  CORD  Corporate  Partners. 
Additional  sponsorship  is  being  provided  by  CIBA  Vision. 

The  development  of  optometry  in  China  is  in  its  infancy 
but  China's  recognition  of  optometry  as  an  integral  depart- 
ment of  medical  education  is  unique  and  promising.  As  a 
new  discipline  within  the  medical  system  of  China, 
optometrists  complete  a  five-year  educational  sequence  cul- 
minating in  the  degree  of  Bachelor's  of  Medicine.  In  China, 
primary  eye  care  needs  for  the  correction  of  refractive  errors, 
the  use  of  contact  lenses,  and  the  treatment  of  binocular  and 
low  vision  problems  often  go  unmet.  Since  optometry  is  the 
primary  provider  for  these  health  care  services  in  the  west, 
China  has  reached  out  to  the  profession  in  the  effort  to 
include  these  services  as  an  integral  component  of  its  medical 
education  structure. 

CORD  essentially  builds  upon  and  replicates  at  the 
national  level,  the  past  bilateral  linkages  between  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  and  the  Wenzhou  Medical 


College.  The  fact  that  eight  major  colleges  and  universities 
have  joined  in  this  major  international  effort  is  a  tribute  to 
the  early  and  continuing  leadership  and  vision  of  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry.

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Critical  Issues  Seminar  On 
Optometric  Residencies 

In  March  the  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  of 
Optometry  (ASCO)  convened  a  Critical  Issues  Seminar 
(CIS)  on  Optometric  Residencies  in  Houston.  College 
attendees  included  Dr.  David  Heath  '83,  Dean  of 
Academic  Affairs  and  Dr.  Douglas  Hoffman  '80, 
Director  of  Residencies.  Dr.  Heath  co-presented,  along 
with  Dr.  Irwin  Suchoff  '59,  of 
the  State  University  of  New 
York,  on  the  topic  of  Optometric 
Residencies:  Yesterday,  Today  and 
Tomorrow.  The  CIS  was  attended 
by  residency  educators  from  all 
17  schools  and  colleges  of  optom- 
etry. Three  critical  questions  were 
discussed  in  detail:  1)  What  is 
the  value  added,  to  the  individual 
and  the  profession,  of  residency 
education?  2)  How  would 
required  residencies  change  the 
profession?  and  3)  What  are  the 
human  and  fiscal  constraints  and 
barriers  for  the  continued  pres- 
ence of  successful  residencies? 
Other  topics  discussed  included 
data  collection  on  supply  and 

demand  for  residency  training,  outcomes  assessment  and  a 
matching  service  for  residency  placement.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  Seminar,  all  participants  agreed  that  the  topics 
discussed  were  timely  and  that  progress  had  been  made  in 
furthering  the  initiatives  for  the  enhancement  of  optomet- 
ric residencies.  ASCO's  Residency  Affairs  Committee, 
chaired  by  Dr.  Larry  Clausen,  will  be  addressing  these 
and  other  critical  matters  in  the  months  ahead.

Residency  Protocol 
Adopted 


Prior  to  the  Houston  Critical 
Issues  Seminar,  the  ASCO  board 
approved  a  recommendation 
from  its  Residency  Affairs 
Committee  to  adopt  a  standard 
protocol  for  the  naming  of  resi- 
dencies. The  recommendations 
were  based  on  the  findings  of  a 
task  force,  chaired  by  Dr. 
Douglas  Hoffman  '80,  which 
determined  that  there  are  cur- 
rently nine  types  of  residency 
programs.  This  standardization 
of  residency  titles  involves  using 
one  of  the  nine  approved  titles,  instead  of  the  dozens 
which  are  currently  in  use.  This  standardized  protocol  will 
help  to  eliminate  confusion  among  optometry  students 
who  are  considering  and  comparing  residency  programs. 
It  will  also  facilitate  program  comparisons  and  curriculum 
development.

Under  the  watchful  eyes  of  doctors  Ronald  Watanabe, 
Susan  Baylus  '89,  and  Ilara  Donarum,  who  accompanied 
the  group  on  the  trip,  students  were  able  to  use  their  first 
glaucoma  medications,  dispense  antibiotics  for  vision-threat- 
ening infections,  hand  out  cases  of  natural  tears  to  soothe  the 
irritation  of  pterygia,  and  write  and  dispense  prescriptions 
for  glasses.

community,  are  looking  forward  to  the  arrival  of  our  first 

Visiting  Professor,  Dr.  Ian  Flitcroft  of  the 

Institute  of  Ophthalmology  at  the 

University  College  in  Dublin, 

Ireland.  He  and  his  family  are 

expected  to  remain  in  the  States  for 

three  months,  of  which  two  will  be 

spent  here  at  the  College.  Dr. 

Flitcroft  has  developed  a  quantitative 

and  predictive  model  of  emmetropiza- 

tion  and  the  development  of  myopia 

which  is  of  great  interest  to  researchers  in  myopia  here  at  the 

College,  as  well  as  those  at  other  institutions.  During  his 

stay,  Dr.  Flitcroft  will  collaborate  in  research  with  several 

faculty  from  our  Center  for  Myopia  Research.  He  will  also  be 

presenting  discussions  concerning  his  work  to  the  community- 

at-large,  which  promise  to  be  well  worth  attending. 

The   EyeTrain 

As  part  of  his  recent  sabbatical  to  South  Africa,  Walter 
Potaznick  '76  spent  a  week  on  the  Phelophepa  or  Health 
Train.  Started  in  1994  by  Transnet  and  the  Rand  Afrikaans 
University  (RAU)  Department  of  Optometry,  as  a  single 
coach  vision  care  program.  The  Health  Train  is  now  a  16 


Dr.  Ian  Flitcroft 
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coach  project  providing  general  medicine  and  nursing,  den- 
tal, pharmacy,  psychology  and  health  education  services,  in 
addition  to  the  vision  services.  It  also  serves  as  a  teaching 
program  for  these  professionals.  The  train  handles  approxi- 
mately 200,000  patients  a  year. 

The  week  was  spent  in  Qmata,  a  small  remote  town  in 
the  Eastern  Cape  Province  of  South  Africa.  The  nearest  opto- 
metric  practice  is  almost  50  kilometers  away,  and  the  nearest 
ophthalmologist  with  hospital  surgical  facilities  is  even  fur- 
ther. The  eye  train  is  well  equipped  with  five  refracting  lanes 
with  slit  lamps,  a  single  vision  edging  lab,  autorefractors, 
and  non-contact  recognized  tonometers. 

Eight  hundred  and  seventy  five  patients  were  seen  dur- 
ing that  week  in  the  eye  clinic  by  a  team  composed  of  13 
RAU  final  year  students,  RAU  faculty,  and  a  recent  optome- 
try graduate  from  the  School  of  the  North.  The  diversity  of 
patient  presentations  included  all  refractive  errors,  hyperma- 
ture  cataracts  (a  nationally  recognized  problem),  end  stage 
glaucoma,  foreign  bodies,  and  a  few  diagnoses  still  being 
researched  by  Dr.  Potaznick.  Evidence  of  tropical  diseases 
(trachoma  and  parasites)  was  also  seen  in  some  of  the 
patients.  Glasses  and  exams  are  provided  at  minimal  cost  to 
the  patients.  Acute  eye  problems  were  treated  with  pharma- 
cy support  and  referrals  for  chronic  problems  and  surgery 
were  made  to  the  closest  facility.

Dr.  Jack  Richman  Works  on  Highway 
Safety 

Did  you  know  that  about  half  of 
fatal  motor  vehicle  accidents  are 
alcohol  related?  Impaired  driving 
and  impaired-related  crashes  con- 
stitute one  of  the  nation's  leading 
health  problems.  Among  young 
people,  impaired  driving  is  the 
leading  cause  of  death.  To  help  curb 
this  public  health  problem,  police  nationwide  apply  a  field 
sobriety  test  evaluating  eye  movements  called  the  Horizontal 
Gaze  Nystagmus  (HGN)  test  to  detect  whether  a  driver  is 
impaired  from  alcohol  or  drugs.  The  New  England  College

of  Oprometry  is  active  in  this  effort  to  curb  impaired  driving 
through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Jack  E.  Richman.  For  the  past 
ten  years,  he  has  served  as  an  instructor  and  consultant  to 
state  and  local  police  agencies,  prosecutors,  and  the  National 
Traffic  and  Highway  Safety  Administration  conducting 
research  and  lecturing  about  the  HGN  eye  movement  test 
throughout  the  country.  He  was  recently  appointed  as  the 
medical  member  of  the  Technical  Advisory  Committee  for 
the  National  Highway  Safety  Committee  of  the 
International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  which  recom- 
mends the  methods  and  standards  for  alcohol  and  drug  field 
testing  used  by  police  nationwide.

College  Faculty  Break  Records  at  ARVO 

A  record  number  of  presentations  (25)  were  made  at  the  lat- 
est meeting  of  ARVO  (The  Association  for  Research  in 
Vision  and  Ophthalmology)  by  members  of  the  scientific 
community  of  the  College,  ranking  the  College  third  among 
the  country's  schools  of  optometry.  This  performance  is  a 
marker  of  the  progress  the  College  has  made  in  developing  a 
cadre  of  research  faculty  who  have,  in  turn,  enlisted  students 
and  staff  in  the  impressive  research  effort  of  which  the  quan- 
titative presentations  clearly  demonstrate. 

The  majority  of  presentations  were  not  surprisingly,  in 
the  area  of  myopia  and  emmetropization  (the  eye  growth 
process  that  maintains  proper  focus).  They  ranged  from  the 
genetics  of  myopia  through  studies  of  the  molecular  biology, 
biometrics,  physiology,  psychophysics,  and  biochemistry  of 
the  growth  process.  There  were  several  studies  of  refraction 
and  disease  entities  in  the  indigenous  people  of  the  Upper 
Amazon  Basin  by  one  of  our  traveling  colleagues  and  his 
Brazilian  associates.  The  remaining  researches  were  in  physi- 
ological optics. 

One  novel  feature  was  the  presence  and  participation  of 
several  of  our  honors  students  who  participated  in  the 
research  and  earned  their  coaurhorship  in  rhe  programs  by 
virtue  of  hard  work. 

We  are  extremely  proud  of  rhis  impressive  presence  in 
the  most  important  international  meeting  in  the  field  of 
vision  research.
